Ah! and this is the time when the soul 
is prepared to question the over ruling 
providence of God, in his righteous and 
just government of the universe :—he al- 
inmost forgets that God is supreme, and 
Lord over all. The very atmosphere of 
his soul is new well calculated for the re- 
ception of doubts. He sees the cause, 
and grieves at the effects; but the reason 
why dhese causes are permitted to exist, 
and produce these effects, he cannot solve. 
Therefore he becomes disarmed for the 
great warfare in which he is engaged ; he 
can do nothing either for his own com- 
fort, or the comfort of others ; nor much, 
ifany thing for his God: he sinks down 
in a kind of lethargy, until the “day 
spriog from on high,” doth in tender mer- 
cy visithissoul. Dreadfu: situation—try- 
ing and dangerous condition. Is there 
any thing which the soul can do, or the 
kind exertious of his brethren, to extri- 
cate him from his perilous condition ?— 
The very fact, that Christians sometimes 
doubt the over ruling providence of God, 
should teach us many important and use- 
ful Jessons. 

First, It should teach us to be always 
upon our guard, to watch, lest we give our 
greatest enemy an opportunity of attack, 
whereby he may prosecute his envious de- 
signs; for how long is the soul secure 
when off his guard? We should be care- 
ful lest we give way to the suggestions of 
the adversary ; that we indulge not the 


least doubt with regard to the supremacy 


of God, for by giving place for small 
doubts, a host of larger ones are prepar- 
ed to surround the soul, and enshroud it 
in midnight darkness. Therefore, as we 
value our present inward peace-and hap- 
piness, and our souls’ eternal enjoyment, 
let us be faithful, and watch unto prayer, 
lest we ‘* enter inlo temptation.” 

Second, It should teach us to be very 
careful how we give credence to reports, 
which are io circulation about our breth- 
ren; and especially how we propagate 
thuse reports.

This no creed system, tends directly to 
break down the order, and to overthrow the 
discipline of the Church of Christ; and to in- 
‘roduce as many Popes, and Curdinals into 
the Church, as there are prominent and aspir- 
ing men with their sattelites. It canuot be too 
often repeated, that articles of faith and prac- 
tice are useful, important, and indispensable

placing such op the walls of Zion, who “ un- 
Jerstand the signs of the times,” and the devi- 
ces of the adversary ; and we pray God that he 
will encourage their hearts, and strengthen 
their hands in the good work to which he has 
called them. They need much of the spirit of 
wisdom and forbearance, tempered with firm- 
ness, in order to perform the duties of their 
stations.

itis a vulgar practice witb those who 
love to scoff at every thing religious, to 
seize upon those melancholy examples of 
insanity, which befals alike the evil and 
the good, in which persons reputed pi- 
ous or anxious in their minds have been 
left to commit some appalling act, it may 
be of murder or self destruction, and cast 
the same as a reproach upon all who 
chance to think alike with the unhappy 
subject of the malady. Such scoffers 
are well satisfied, if they can hurt the 
feelings of a child of God: they never 
reason so far as to call to mind the more 
numerous instances, in which ardent de- 
votion to other matters has produced, 
within their sewledge, results more ter- 
rible than they impute to religious frenzy 
Still less do they feel concerned to look 
into the moral and physical causes which 
may have produced derangement, in the 
objects of their ridicule, and which in 
the common course of Providence may 
produce itin themselves.

The Prophecies Concerning Antichrist. 


What christianity was in its origin, : 
read the New Testament and see. There | 
appears a system of truth taught by unas- | 
suming men with all humility ; a system; 
of infiite simplicity as to outward forms ; | 
to be propagated without force and com-' 
pulsion ; and containing no other tie but! 
that of brotherly love; a system, the min- | 
isters employed in teaching which, were’! 
to have vo authority, but what arose! 
from the voluntary subjection of men to’ 
the doctrine of Christ : not what the min- | 
isters declared to be so; but what they | 
themselves were satisfied was so, from | 
their own examination and conviction. =; 

The prediction meationed above delin- ' 
eates a state of things as widely different | 
asnightfrom day. It represents a system | 
or power arising in the christian church | 
in direct opposition to its genius, ten-' 
dency, and spirit; the very antipode of 
the gospel. That christianity would be 
corrupted ina course of time, was no 
improbable conjecture: and the mere 
declaration that such an event would take 
place, could confer no claim to the gift 
of prophecy. But such a prediction as 
this concerning Antichrist, surpasses all | 
human foresight. Conjecture could not! 
have stretched her wings so far. Besides, | 
the numerous distinguishing characters, | 
causes, effects, and circumstances of this 
strange phenomenon are so minutely del- 
wwneated, that the divine foreknowledge 
alone could have drawn the picture. See 
the description in 2 Thess. ii. 1 Tim. iv. 
Rev. xii, xvii—xix. It is of a power 
rising up within the christian church, and 
arrogating the name to itself; fostering 
ignorance, superstition, idolatry, and will. 
worship : displaying craft, pride, ambition, 
and luxury: and exercising tyranny, cru. 
elty, and intolerance. Have the goodness 
to read the passages with care, and duly 
weigh them. Is this” the church of 
Christ? Is this his religion ? How aston- 
ishing the change! Instead of the simple 
deetrine- of the gospel, a huge mass of 
uncouth and scholastic dogmas! Instead 
of its unadorned worship, all the pomp 
and “pageantry which the spirit of the 
world could display. Instead of its hum.

‘ry circumstance which occurred to ad- 


. vance them, and to extend his influence,

Have | been feigning an imaginary, or 
have I been delineating a real character ? 
To the history of Europe J appeal for the 
trath of what I assert. For nearly the 


whole of what I bave said, I appeal, O| 


men of France, to you whose country has 
been stained with the blood of hundreds 
of thousands, merely‘ because they 
would not worship the beast and his im- 
age ; nor receive his mark on their fore- 
heads, and on their Lands.’’ Peruse the 
annals of your nation, and you will find 
that the pictare I have attempted to draw, 
is not an overcharged caricature, but a 
faint outline. —Was it possible to con- 
ceive, that from the bosom of the chris- 
tian church, such an odious monster 
would arise : and could human foresight 
have possibly conjectured that after a 
lapse of centuries, as it grew to matarity, 
all the features would gradually acquire 
the perfect likeness of the hideous origi- 
nal which prophecy had described. How 
i@probable was it at the time of the wri- 
ting of the New Testament, when a pagan 
emperor swayed, the sceptre, that in a 
course of years there should succeed a 
strange kind of government, whose head 
would be a man calling himself a christian 
priest, and the vicegerent of Christ on 
earth. This, God alone could fotesee ; 
and God alone could enable the apostles

frequently been informed that this and 
the other person became religiously in- 
sane, throagh following some sect got con- 
nected with the narrator’s persuasion. But 
when it has mae geee to apis intel- 

igent hist person, | have uni- 
fevmly found | that the individual had be- 
trayed at least equivocal symptoms of in- 
sanity, and that de ent of the mind, 
though not palpable, obviously exist- 
ed before he became a raving devotee. 
And doubtless from this state of mind had 
arisen that proneness to change his mode 
of worship, so frequently noticed in him 
who is what is termed religiously insane : 
not that the change in his mode of wor- 
ship bas caused the insanity, as has been, 
{ think, erroneously stated, but that the 
incipient insanity has caused the fickle- 
ness in devotion, together protebis with 
an unusual fervour. which if urged on by 
an erroneous zeal, as ic too often in these 
cases, may, and doubtless very frequent- 
ly does, assume the impression given to 
it—whether that be of the usual gloomy
